PARTY ADDRESSED 
BY H. C. NEWLANDS 


Alliance on the Subject of 
“Group Organization’’ | 


“Group Organization” was the sub-! 
ject of a very interesting and instruec- 
tive address given by H. C. Newlands, 
president of the Alberta Teachers’ al 
liance, before the Dominion Labor 
party on Tuesday evening 

Mr. Newlands commenced his ad-| 
dress with the statement that the eco- | 
nomic conception of history went :o) 
the heart of the question of govern-| 
ment. He sket -d the history of the! 
eclvilization of. ypt, ancient Greece 
and others, showing that governments 
by race domination! 
and maintained by slave labor. Thus! 
was esiablished a system of property 
holding and the speaker declared that} 
nine-tenths of the laws of today and! 
throughout the ages have been based! 
on the rights of property. The funda- 
mental basis of society was an econo- 
mic one, said Mr. Newlands. and he} 
claimed that the most successful plan 
of administration must be by economic 
groups. 

The speaker cited the 
periment as one of the greatest things 
coming out of the great war for the 
reason that an opportunity was being 
given for the working out of a system 
that has been claimed by its adherents} 
to be practical as well as idealistic. | 
Such an experiment was seemingly im-} 
possible {n'a country where British! 
pariiamentary traditions dominated, | 
and we were privileged, said Mr. New-/| 
lands, in having an opportunity to see 
the working out of the system in Rus- 
Sia Where matters had gone to such 
length that the old system had notw 
been able to re-establish itself follow- 
ing the revolution, as had been done 
following other outbreaks in history.
